If the accusation is true, she deserves the 
unhappiness which fell to her lot in this 
life, for "Don't give tne away" is to-day 
mouthed by human c.'^atures of all con- 
ditions of society who speak the English 
language, to the great disgust of those 
who delight in plain and comprehensi- 
ble English. It is one of the few phrases 
which, having its inception among the 
cultured, has rapidly descended along the 
line until it reached the vocabulary of 
thieves. To-day it is probable that fully 
one half of the injunctions to secrecy 
arc exprcssi d in the formula of "Don't 
give me away." 


Other slang phrases do not have so dis- 


tinguished :ui origin. The great majority 
of them, it is fair to presume, began lit 
the botton of the social scale and rose to 
the top tlm< igh the different gradations 
of society. 
Like a pestilence which finds 


its origin in the quarters of 
filth and 


squalor, anil gradually widens until it 
brings witlun its destroying grasp those 
remote from the circumstance of its in- 
ception, sotlie lingo of the low and vicious 
expands until the lips of purity and inno- 
cence are soiled with expressions, which 
are only tolerated because their signifi- 
cance is not understood. 


The spread of this evil is due frequently 


to the carelrss method in which newspa- 
pers are edited. A slang expression of- 
ten creeps in an article, which not only 
lowers the ^rude of the newspaper, but 
tends to destroy the purity of the lan- 
guage of the individual wlio reads it, and 
the constant repetition of a phrase will 
naturally accustom the unwilling car to 
at last receive the utterance without re- 
luctance. 


In the schools, too, whore the young 


are educated, this pollution of the English 
language is- frequently tolerated. From 
the 
mouths of teachers, 
expressions 


that had tin ir origin in the scum of alleys 
and the filth of by-ways have been hurled 
at children, who should instead have had 
as an example the language and deport- 
ment of a ^untlenicn. 
Children are apt 


to imitate. 
They follow thu example 


placed bffoie them, and a teacher who is 
careless of Ins language, and whose diction 
is disgract'il with rehearsals of slun 
phrases caught up On the street, is unfit 
to be an instructor of those placed under 
his care. 


The Knglish language is a very flexible 


one. 
Every idea entertained by man can 


be expressed in ijooil English. It does 


meanings placed upon any combination of 
words, whicli only serve to hide or dim 
to the uninitiated the thought disclosed 
toothers. 
Its beauty lies in its direct- 


ness, its woi thin its capacity to convey 
every shade of human thought to an in- 
telligent listener, and its grace in the 
cadence of its diction. 


Any journ ilist who abuses his oppor- 


tunities by inflicting upon people the jar- 
gon of outlaws, should have a summary 
trial nnd a prolonged punishment, and 
any teacher in our schools who knowingly 
and wanton!> degrades pure English by 
the use of such phrases, should be shown 
no mercy, but have his official head cut 
oft'as quickly as possible, in order that 
the example thus made should be a per- 
petual warning to all who follow him.

of tlie Eighth Judicial District of Iowa, 
in passing a sentence upon some liquor 
dealers for violation of the prohibitory 
law* of the State, said : 


"While there are greater crimes known 


to the law which are punishable with great 
severity, there are none which involve 
more of those qualities known as despica- 
ble meanness and audacity than the sell- 
ing of intoxicating liquors. 


"There is something in the taking of 


human life by violence so instantaneous 
that it shocks and terrifies the minds of 
all, and yet we look upon the man who 
takes human life quite as surely, but by a 
slow lingering process—if not without con- 
demnation, at least without horror. You 
who stand before the court for sentence 
are in every moral sense murderers, and 
you are within the spirit, if not the letter, 
guilty of manslaughter; for the laws says 
that whoever accelerates the death of a 
human being unlawfully, is guilty of the 
crime. Your bloated victims upon the 
witness stand, and who undoubtedly com- 
mitted perjury to screen you from the 
law, not only abundantly testify that you 
are accelerating death, but that you are 
inducing men to commit st;ll greater 
crimes than your own. 


"You still maintain the appearance of 


respectability, but how morally leprous 
and scrofulous you are inwardly! 
The 


ruin, poverty, and idleness which you are 
inflicting upon this community declare as 
from the house tops: 
You are living in 


idleness, and eating the bread of orphans 
watered with widows' tear; you are 
stealthily killing your victims and mur- 
dering the peace and industry of tho 
community, 
and 
thereby 
converting 


happy, industrious homes into misery, 
poverty and rags. 


"Anxious wives and mothers watch and 


pray in tears nightly with desolate hearts 
for the coming home of your victims, 
whom you are luring with the wiles and 
smiles of the devil into midnight de- 
bauchery. 


"In fine, one can have no adequate 


conception of a cataract until he has seen 
Niagara, nor of the terrible fury and 
grandeur of a storm in mid-ocean until 
he has witnessed one; so no one can know 
the utter degredation and total depravity 
to which his species can be brought until 
he looks upon the desolate ruin caused by 
your hellish traffic. 


"You are persistent, defiant law break- 


ers ; and shamelessly boast that in defi- 
ance *f the law and moral sense of the 
community, you will continue in your 
wicked and criminal practices. 


"It has therefore now become the im- 


perative duty of this Court to let fall 
upon you so heavily the arm of the law, 
that you shall either be driven from your 
nefarious traffic, or ruined in your for- 
tunes or veicked prosperity. 
You have 


become a stench to the nostrils of the 
community, and all good men are praying 
that you be speedily reformed or sum- 
marily destroyed. 
By the providence of 


God and the favor of His Court, these 
prayers shall be speedily answered by 
signal and exact justice for your crimes. 


"And finally, let me entreat you, if you 


are not lost to every sentiment of human- 
ity, to desist from your criminal vaga- 
bond traffic and betake yourselves to some 
honest calling for a livelihood ; and you 
may yet become virtuous, useful citizens, 
and entitled to the respect of a Christian 
community ; while if you persist in this 
way your ruin is certain, and you will re- 
ceive, as you deserve, the execration of 
mankind. 


"You may think that the sentence of 


the Court is harsh and unjustly severe, 
but the Court assures you that, compared 
with your crimes and the desolation you 
have already brought upon the commun-

That is the best service they 
render protection and the whole people 
The country does not call for generally 
higher protection, and no fair-minded 
person believes that this new club are 
seeking that end.

Concerning these 


artificial waters, the chemist of a leading i 
firmly recently said to a Tribi-ne reporter: i 
"To import viehy, seltzer or kissingen 
from the springs in Europe would make 
them too costly for ordinary consumption. 
Then, moreover, if shipped in bulk, they 
would soon lose their valuable carbonic 
properties. 
Hence these waters are made 


artificially by combining the chemical 
salts represented in the natural product. 
Nearly all waters, especially foreign, dis- 
pensed from an apparatus are artificial.

Sunday morning fifteen 


freight cars were totally destroyed in a 
railroad accident at Pennypack Station, 
on the New York Division of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, 
one mile east of 


llolmesburg Junction. 
A regular freight 


train, bound West, was run into by an 
extra Jersey City freight train. 
The 


Jersey City train, which left Jersey City 
just behind the regular freight, got a 
white signal from the operator at Torres- 
dale, and went thundering down past 
Pierson's Station. Then as the train 
rounded the curve just east of Pennypack 
the engineer of the Jersey City extra 
saw the flashing red bull's eyes of a train 
just ahead of him.

time to think, much less act, the "extra" 
was right on top of the train ahead, and 
the engineer of the "extra" Harry Murdy, 
and his firemen, jumped for their lives, 
In another moment the engine dashed 
into the train ahead, ploughing com- 
pletely through seven cars and smashing 
up eight of the Jersey City "extra's" 
cars, besides ripping the engine literally

From a gossipy letter in the Chicago 


Tribune, 
written by a rancher near 


Kosita, Colorado, we quote the following 


"Last week we sold 184 head of cattle 


and received $8,145 for them delivered 
to the purchaser in our meadow. 
We 


have 109 head more in the pasture, for 
which the same buyers offered us $40 per 
head, to be delivered some short time 
hence. 
They are all designed for the 


Denver market for beef. 
These are 


better prices than we should get for the 
same cattle in the Chicago market, the 
average being from 44 to 5 cents gross. 
Think of it. 
On our own range, nearly 


every creature was of our own stock and 
raising, and cost only the branding and 
gathering them this fall, not to exceed $1 
per head. 
Adding taxes we have to pay 


on them this fall, that may be too small a 
figure , perhaps they will average $1.25 
to 1.50 per jear for our herd for four 
years back. 


'At the time of the delivery of the lot 


sold there was a Denver butcher here who 
expected to buy the lot and take the 
balance left in the pasture. 
He said 


they were the best looking Short Horn 
grades he had seen for a long time 
It 


is a fact that all nearly all our cattle are 
very fine shaped and good looking. None 
in this region are better, if I do say it. 
They have only one real bad fault, and 
th it is the fault only of a portion—their 
legs are too long, too much daylight 
under their belly. 
Eastern fancy stock 


raisers may say what they will, this is the 
tendency of all Short Horn crosses on 
Texas stock. 
They will run to

in spite of everything. 
The best beef

His real estate alone, located in and 


about Washington, in the District of 
Columbia, is valued, according to the

man, and child in the United States. Its 
full value is far greater. 


This immense wealth is distributed as

GIBRALTAR.—Gibraltar, the stronaest 


fortress in the world, is a headland jutting 
out of the southern termination of the 
Spanish peninsula, two and a half miles 
long, and varying in width from two to 
four furlongs. 
Nature seems to have 


specially fitted it for a giant fortress. 
It 


rises almost abruptly from the sandy isth- 
mus on the north, and the Mediterranean 
on the east to a height of 1,400 feet. 
On the west side tha slope is more grad- 
ual, while the south is a succession of 
magnificent terraces, formed by the pla- 
teaus Europa and Windmill. Although 
it was known to the Greeks and the Ro- 
mans by the appelation of Calpe, and 
with Ape's hill, on the opposite shore, 
was denominated the "Pillars of Hercu- 
les," yet it was never selected as a site 
for a fortification until the passage of the 
Moors into Spain from Africa in the eighth 
century. 
They constructed a rampart 


upon the hill, and gave it the name of 
Gebel Tarik, in honor of their leader 
Tarik, and from which the term Gibraltar 
is a contraction. 
In 1309 it was taken 


by Ferdinand IV. of Spain, but in 1333 
it again fell into the hands of the Moors 
under the leadership of Mahomet IV., 
who with his heirs retained it until Alonzo 
de Arcos acquired possession in 1462, the 
fortification thus again falling into the 
hands of Christian rulers. The Duke of 
Medina Sidonia obtained the coveted po- 
sition in 1469, but it finally fell into tbe 
hands of Spain, under the rule of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, in 1501. 
During the 


war of the Spanish succession in 1701, 
English and Dutch troops, under Sir 
George Rooke, assisted by Prince George, 
of Hesse-Darmsiadt, besieged and cap- 
tured the fort, ostensibly in the name of 
Charles, the Archduke of Austria: but 
Rooke caused the English flag to be raised, 
and took the fort in the name of Queen 
Anne, of England. 
Since that period, 


although it has been twice attacked, once 
by Spain, and once by the combined 
forces of France and Spain, it has re- 
mained in the possession of England.
